If someone had asked us a year ago ‘’What is a university?’’, we 
might have been satisfied with the definition in the dictionary. It des- 
cribes a university as an educational institution designed for the instruction 
or examination of students in all or many of the important branches in 
learning. But would such a definition satisfy us now? | think not. Some- 
how the word has come to have a much deeper meaning for us as we now 
think of university in relation to ourselves, what it has done for us, and 
how it has changed us. 


The benefits we have received from university have been in direct 
relation to our willingness to give of our selves, to re evaluate old standards 
and to accept new ideas. Most of us entered university with high am- 
bitions, and with a confidence known only to the newly graduated high 
school student. We found our whole perspective had to be changed in 
this new world of few familiar faces and much unfamiliar subject matter. 
We gained a new view of our own importance and a new humility as we 
realized how little we knew and how much there was to learn. We grew 
in knowledge, but we also grew as social human beings as we took advan- 
tage of the companionship and the extra-curricular activities that the uni- 
versity offered. Learning to live and work with others, increasing in toler- 
ance, these things are as important as acquiring academic knowledge in 
our growth as professional people. 


During the year, we have gained a deeper understanding and respect 
for our chosen profession. More and more we have come to realize the 
knowledge and skill required of anyone who hopes to become a successful 
doctor or lawyer, teacher or journalist. We have come to realize what it 
means to be a professional person, and to see why the professions are re- 
spected. It is not the letters B.Ed., B.Sc., or M.D. after his name that 
commands respect, but rather the skill and knowledge which they represent. 
We are not yet professional people. The university offers us the tools with 
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which to work, but it is up to us to earn through humility, tolerance and 
service to others the right to the term professional. 


We have gained more than just factual knowledge in our studies, for 
we have gained in appreciations. The English 2 student may never com- 
pose a sonnet, but if he has learned to appreciate good literature, he has 
not only had a successful year at university, but he has also found a source 
of enjoyment that will enrich his whole life. Similarly if the music student 
has developed an ear for good music, and the art student an eye for colour 
and line, their time has been well spent. It is a credit to both the univer- 
sity and the student if in years to come the graduate uses his knowledge 
to make a better, richer life for himself and for others. 


The progress we have made this year has depended in large measure 
on our own efforts. However, we cannot ignore the important part played 
by our professors who have guided and helped us, sometimes chidingly, 
often encouragingly, but always with understanding. To them we extend 
our deepest thanks. 


University, however, is only the beginning. Knowledge was not 
meant to be stored away; the successful person is the one who makes use 
of it. You will be equally successful if, ten years from now you use a 
principle you learned in physics to perfect an experiment at Chalk River, 
or to answer a little boy’s insistent ‘“Why Mommy?”. The university has 
done its part; now it is up to each of us.
